Talleyrand coined for Lonis XVIII 


the remark which he was reported to 
have used on the day he entered Paris: 


"There is nothing changed; only a 


Frenchman the more in Paris. 


As a matter of fact, the king did not 


trouble himself to utter the phrase, but 
Talleyrand inserted :; in the journals of 
the day that tlio people might flatter 
thems-elvcg that their king had forgotten 
tho past, and consequently there would 
bo no change. 


Perhaps the most striking phrase ut- 


tered by n modern king was spoken by 
King Humbert a few years ago, when 
tho cholera was raging in Naples. 
He 


had been invited by tho municipality of 
Genoa to a buuquet, which he declined 
in these words: 


"Men are feasting at Genoa; men are 


dying at Naples. 
I go to Naples."—

There will be five Republicans in the 


Legislature—three in the Senate, all 
hold-overs, and two in the Assembly. 
As the man who receives the oompli 
mentary vote of the Republicans will 
be expected to be accorded a respectful 
hearing from Mr. Hanna or Mr. McKin- 
ley, whichever may be President, re- 
garding the distribution of Federal 
pie, it is not probable that Mr. Cleve- 
land will be that man. His course at 
the St. Louis convention, which bo left 
with other silver Eepablicsns, greatly 
displeased Mr. Hanna, and his indorse 
ment by the Republican members of 
the Legislature for United States Sen 
ntnr wnnia bo-no moult vvbluti the new 
Administration might resent by flllinfe 
every Federal position in Nevada with 
carpet-baggers. The pie counter men 
will therefore give Mr. Cleveland the 
cold shoulder should he be a candidate 
for the Senatorship. They voted againsl 
the interests of the State for office, and 
they are not going to jeopardize their 
chances of getting it by voting for a 
nan who left the St. Louis convention 
when it declared against silver. 


The friends of Senator Jones and of 


Mr. Nixon are counting noses, but do 
not ttgree as to results. Nixon's friends 
concede all of the Storey delegation 
two of the three Assemblymen from 
Ormsby, HUU two of the four from 
Washoe to Senator Jones. The three 
Assemblymen from Elko and one from 
Lincoln are also conceded to Senator 
Jones, bet in many of the eastern coun- 
ties there were no local conventions,

any particular person for Senator.

Tho first thing to do is to secure gome 


good, sweet older (apple older) and boil 
it halt away. This jshonld be done the 
day before you expect to begin with the 
apples. I use a porcelain lined kettle 
that holds five gallons. Boil it half 
awny and let it remain in the kettle 
overnight oil the baok of the stove. The 
advantage of this is it is warm and will 
begin cooking earlier. As^oon as possi- 
ble the nest morning I begin and pre- 
pare the apples as for satioo and put in- 
to the cider all it will bold. Fill the pot 
fnll to the top, nnd as it oooka soft keep 
patting in more apples to keep the ket- 
tle fnll until it is quite thick and let 
cook slowly aud stir vary often, as it 
will burn very readily if it is over too 
hot-a fire. It noeds to be cooked a Jong 
time. 
I never finish mijie in one day; 


einiply move it bad; on tho stovo where 
it will not cook, but keep wnnn over- 
night. When it is douo, it will be cooked 
away considerably and thick and dark 
like n jam or marmalade. Do not sweet- 
eii nutil nearly doiin, as it bnrus more 
quickly, and by cooking uway as it does 
it might bo too sweet. Use v,-bite sugar 
nnd swpeton to ttintc. I use no spices, r>sl 
consider they spoil tho flavor of the cider 
mid cpplus. If they lire used, they should 
bo of the very best and carefully added. 
This recipe keeps perfectly without be- 
ing put np airtight. I put it in stone 
jars -and tie a oloth over it merely to 
krcp out dust.—Practical Farmer.
